The moderator also made som e re­ 
marks. 
The assem bly will be In se s­ 
sion about nine days. 
The report which the executive com ­ 
m ittee of the alliance of reformed 
churches throughout the world hold­ 
ing 
the 
Presbiterlan 
system 
will 
m ake to the general assem bly has 
been made public 
The report gays 
that each year It becom es more ap­ 
parent that the Christian church at 
hom e cannot furnish sufficient m is­ 
sionaries for the 
evangelisation 
of 
heathen peoples, 
nor can 
sufficient 
physicians be sent from home lands to 
supply needs In foreign m ission fields 
Three hundred 
thousand 
physicians 
are needed alone in China, says the re­ 
port. The United Presbyterian church 
recently has been appealed to to send 
over 400 m issionaries for their field 
in Egypt and India. 
Equally great 
need Is felt In all m ission fields. 
The report says the only possible 
way o f m eeting the need is the estab­ 
lishm ent of well equipped sem inaries, 
colleges and hospitals for the raising 
of a native m inistry, native teachers 
and physicians.” 
And to do do this 
efficiently dem ands on the part of all 
of all our cL ’ < hes w ise and hearty 
co-operation,” 
flares the report. 
As to home 
' slons, the report says 
that all chun hes are awakened to a 
deeper sense of responsibility of the 
United States.”

S tates circuit court of appeals and an­ 
other to the I Bited States suprem e 
court. 
The court then admitted Pierce to 
bond in the sum of $20,000 on each 
appeal.

P lease announce through the 
press Usa*, although I have appealed 
from Judge Adams’ decision, I will, 
as soon ms I can arrange my business 
affairs in New York, go to Texas to 
have the Indictment against me and 
the questions Involved tested by the 
T exas courts.

Form er Judge H. S. Priest, counsel 
for Mr. Pierce, gave out the follow ing

Adams had not the slightest relation 
to the m erits of the trial of Mr, Pierce 
under the Texas indictment 
The only 
question which Judge Adams consid 
ered was whether the indictm ent con 
tained som e evidence of a crim inal 
charge which would justify the exer- 
cise of the jurisdiction of a lower 
court.
